WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The Depart- 
ment of was today making 
further inquiry into the activities of 


Austrian Consul General von Nuber and 
his assistants. In an announcement the 
departmen! said that information haa 
been obtained which probab‘y will lead 
to further indictments for passport 
frauds. 

Von Nuber and German -AmLassador 
von Bernstorff were recently charged 
publicly by Dr. Joseph Goricar, tormer 
Austrian Consul, with having directed 
propaganda carried on by the Austro- 
Hungarian consular service in the Unit- 
ed States for fomenting stri es in mu- 
nition plants. 

These allegations already have been 
formally denied by the Austrian embas- 
sy here and through the embass:’ by the 
Austrian Foreign Minister. 

The investigation is the outcome of a 
conference in New York on Wednesday 
between A. Bruce. Bielaski, chief of the 
Bureau of Investigation of the De- 
partment of Justice and Dr. Goricar. 

The Department’s announcement fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Bielaski, chief of the Bureau of 
Investigations of the Department of 
Justice, returned after his visit to New 
York during which he conferred with 
Mr. Rathom, editor of the Providenc? 
Journal, and Dr. Goricar. While Dr. 
Goricar may not be able to testify di- 
rectly to all matters under investiga- 
tion, much information of. a valuable 
nature was obtained concerning the 
activities of Austrian Consul-General 
von Nuber and his associates, the de- 
tails of which can not be disclosed at 
present. Prompt investigaticn, however, 
will be made. information also was ob- 
tained which probably will lead to fur- 
ther indictments for passport frauds.’’ 

A dispatch was received yesterday 
from Baron Burian, Austrian Foreign 
Minister, by Baron Zwiedinek, in charge 
of the embassy here, as follows: 
“According to Reuter (Reuter Tele-

BRITAIN, FRANCE 
AND RUSSIA URGE 
CHINA 10 BE ALLY 


Entente Exerts Efforts at Pekin 
to Prevent Friction Between 
China and Japan. 


NO MILITARY AID ASKED 


Admiration Among Japanese for 
German Armies Said to 
Figure in Situation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Great Brit- 
ain, France and Russia have united in 
an effort to add China to the entente 
alliance in order to prevent possible fric- 
tio: in the future hetween Japan and 
Chtna and to preserve the peace of the 
l’ar East. If China agrees to the plan, 
‘nilitary participation in the present war 


is no. expected. 

Negotiations thus far are in conversa- 
tional stage at Pekin with no indications 
as to China’s attitude. Although the 
United States is being kept informed, 
its diplomatic representatives at Pekin 
oud European capitals are refgraining 
from participation. 

This turn in Far Eastern affairs on 
the eve of the proposed change by 
China from a republic to a monarchy 
has been the subject of confidential ex- 
changes between the allied Powers dur- 
ing the last week, but only became 
known here today. 

Japan Not Consulted. 

Japan, so far as is known, has not 
been consulted, the conversation thus 
far having been confined to the Eu- 
ropean entente allies and the 4Pekin 
Government. If Japan knows Sf the 
plans unofficially, there is nothing here 
to indicate what her position will be. 

Although Great Britain, France and 
Russia joined Japan in representations 
to China to postpone the establishment 
of a monarchy because it was thought 
a change during the present disturbed 
condition of affairs might provoke revo- 
lution and international complications, 
this latest step by the allies is under- 
stood here not to have been initiated 
because of the monarchical situation 
alone. It was cogsidered essential by 
the allies that such arrangements be 
made in the Far East as would perma- 
nently safeguard their interests. 

The impending change in China's form 
of government has made the situation 
somewhat acute. Fear of revolution in 
China and the possibility of Japanese 
interference to preserve peace have 
been impressed upon Japanese people 
to an extent that has attracted wide at- 
tention among the European diplomats. 

By joining the entente alliance; none 
of China’s operations could affect the 
course Of the war in Europes, but the 
move would effectively guarantee Jap- 
anese abstinence from interference tn 
China, Japan's attitude is not clear 
as yet, but two possibilities are consid- 
ered here as plausible. First, that Jap- 
an will join in the movement, on the 
theory that her paramount interests in 
China will not suffer any abridgement 
through the future actions of the al- 
lies; or, second, that Japan will remain 
aloof from any agreement, viewing even 
the future entrance of China as an al- 
ly as not altering Japan’s right to in- 
dependent action in the Far East wher- 
ever her interests are affected. 

Chinese Diplomats Favor Plan. 
Chinese Diplomats Favor Plan. 
The origin of the move to enlist China 
on the side of the allies is not yet 
known here, buf there are indications 
that some Chinese diplomats are in- 
clined very favorably toward it as in- 
suring the integrity of China beyond 
question and stabilizing the national 
Government. The indications are that 
efforts to add China to the allies result- 
ed largely from the supposition that the 
changing of the Government to a mon- 
archy was inevitable and that it was 
the duty of the allied Powers in order 
to prevent possible complications be- 
tween Japan and China to act defi- 

nitely. 

The attention of the British, French 
and Russian consuls in the far east has 
been attracted by reports of the exce!} 
lent treatment afforded to German pris- 
oners at Kiao-Chow and the words of 
admiration for the German armies fre- 
quently spoken in Japanese newspapers 
of high standing. These have been ob- 
served by the allies with much interest 
as well as occasional adverse references 
in the Japanese press to the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance. 

It is known that Germany recently en- 
listed her efforts in the same direction 
as Japan to persuade China to abandon 
her change of government. Advices 
from the far east declare that the Ger- 
man Minister at Pekin pointed out to 
the Chinese Foreign Office that in the 
event fhat China changed her form of 
government, she might not obtain the 
recognition of the Powers, and without 
this recognition she could not very wel)! 
be taken care of diplomatically in the 
peace conference that will end the Eu 
ropean war. 

It is thought in some quarters. here 
that the idea of joining China to the 
Entente Alliance may have appealed ‘to 
Great Britain and Russia particularly 
because of the reports of German prop- 
aganda being carried on from China t9 
disturb India and Persia 

Comment was withheld by American 
officials here today. It was declare’ 
that confidential affairs relating to. the 
activities of the belligerents would not 
be a proper subject for discussion.

the Frisco lost $32,000,000 through the sale 
of its securities at large discounts. 

Under the reorganization plan sub- 
mitted to the Missour: Public Service 
Commission 10 days ago the two bank- 
ing firms will be reorganization man- 
agers, and with the Guaranty Trust Co. 
of New*York and Lee, Higginson & Co., 
will compose a ‘‘purchase syndicate” to 
supply the $25,000,000 cash which it is es- 
timated the reorganization will require. 

This ‘‘purchase syndicate’ will re- 
ceive 4 per cent, or $1,000,000 commission,

on $25,000,000, thus leaving only $24,000,000 
in actual] cash which will’ go to the rail- 
road. 
Stock to Be Given With Bonds. 
Tor the $24,000,000, the ‘‘purchase syn- 
dicate’ will receive $25,000,000 of prior 
lien mortgage -5-pear-cent: bonds, and 


$47,700,000 common stock, the bonds to be 


sold at par to the holders of the old 
Frisco stock, and the stock of the re- 
crganized company to be delivered to 
present holders of stock who buy bonds. 

Although the bonds are to be sold to 
stockholders at-par, the “‘purchase syn- 
dicate’’ does not promise to deliver 
them, but reserves the right to withhold 
them from delivery and to settle with 
the stockholders on a basis ot Sertor the 
bonds.

Near the door of the prison bDlack- 
smith shop, where the five riflemen 
were stationed, Hillstrom tried to 
snatch the bandage from his eyes, 
but was unable to do so because’ of 
straps# buckled around his arms and 
waist. 

A chair had been placed for Hillstrom 
azainst the inner wall of the prison 
facing the door of the blacksmith shop. 
20 paces distant. Behind this door, in 
which -five holes had been cut, stood 
the firing squad, concealed both from 
the prisoner and the spectators. 

“I Die With a Clear Conscience,” 
Hillstrom was pushed quickly into the 
chair and more straps were buckled 
about his legs and arms, making it im- 
possible for him to move perceptibly, 
Physicians then pinned a white target 
over his heart. 
“Then, when he was asked If he had 
anything to say, Hillstrom asked if any 
of his friends were in the firing squad 
and added: 

“Gentlemen, I die with a clear con- 
science. I never did anything wrong tn 
my life. I die fighting, not like a cow- 
ard. Well, I'm going; good-by.” 

Those surrounding the prisoner 
stepped back and Sheriff Corless shouwt- 
ed “Alm!” to the riflemen. The five 
rifles were immediately thrust out -of 
the apertures in the door. 

“Fire. Let ‘er go,” Hillstrom cried, 
and immediately afterward the Sheriff 
gave the order to fire. 

Executed tn Prisen Suit. 

The report of the five weapons Was 
almost simultaneous and Hillstrom’s 
body sagged, then straightened and 
sagged again, his head inclining almost 
to his shoulder. Physicians decided, one 
minute and 10 seconds after the volley, 
that the prisoner was dead.

Grocer and Son Were Murdered. 


Hillstrom was convicted of the mur- 
der ot John G. Morrison, a grocer of 
Salt Lake City, and his son, Arthur, 7 
years old, at Morrison's store in the 
svuthern portion of the city about 9 
v’ciock on the evening of Jan. 10, 1914. 
Tho shooting was witnessed by Merlim 
Morrison, another son, 14 years old. Ac- 
cording to Merlim's story, which was 
corroborated on many points by é@ther 
cvidence, two masked men entered the 
store with drawn pistols, and saying: 
“We ye got you now!” opened fire on 
Joan Morrison, who fele mortally 
wounded with a bullet through his 
chest. Arling Morrison ran to an ice- 
box in the store, seized a revolver, and 
fired. Before he could shoot egain, he 
{eli pierced by three bullets, and died 
almost instantly. The masked men ran 
out of the store, one of them exclaiming 
that he was shot, and were observed 
tc run southward from the store. The 
surviving,son bent over his father, who 
inquired where his assailants were, then 
became unconscious and died soon after- 
ward. 

Hillstrom, also known as Joe Hill, was 
arrested three days after the shooting 
ou information given by a doctor near 
Murray, Utah, two and a half miles 
scuth of Morrison's store. MHillstrom 
had staggered into 
two hours after the shooting, with a 
bullet wound in his left lung. He told 
the doctor he had been shot in a quar- 
rel over a woman, and requested that 
nothing be‘said regarding his visit or 
wound. 

Evidence Against Hillstrom. 


When the doctor was treating Hill- 
strom for the wound, he found in Hill- 
strom’s pocket an automatic pistol of 
the same caliber as the shells found in 
the grocery after the shooting. Hill- 
strom threw the weapon away, after 
leaving the doctor’s home. Biood was 
found at several places between the 
store and the home of the doctor, and 
members of the family where Hilistrom 
lived said a companion had visited him 
late the night of the murders, talked 
privately with him and left. This man 
was not apprehended and has not been 
heard of since. 

Merleen Morrison, the boy, because 
of\the masks and confusion of the shoot- 
ing, was not able to identify Hillstrom 
except in a genera! way, saying that 
Hilistrom’s size and clothing were like 
tlrese of one of his father’s slayers, but 
another witness gave a minute and par- 
ticular description of Hillstrom as one 
of the assailants seen in the bright 
moonlight and near an electric arc lamp 
snow on the ground made it all the 
lighter at the time. Hillstrom also was 
identified as a man who had visited the 
store the afternoon of the murders and 
talked with Morrtson. 

Morrison had a wife and five chil- 
dren, besides the boy who was killed 
with him.

Governor Declares He Has Not 
. Discussed With Chairman 
Subject of His Resignation.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 19.—Gov. 


Major, after repeating here today the 
criticism he made yesterday in Jeffer- 
son City of the Public Service 4#ommlis. 
sion for its decision increasing railroad 
rates in Missouri denied a rumor that he 


considered asking members of the com. 
mission for their resignations. 

He also said he had not discussed 
with Chairman Atkinson the question of 
his resignation on the ground that he 
is a candidate for the Democratic nomm- 
ination for Govefnor. 

The situation in State politics resalt- 
ing from the rate decision is an unusual 
one. The Governor's criticism of the 
opinion was followed last night by Sen- 
ator James A. Reed with a further crit- 
icism. They are rival candidates for the 
United States Senate. Senator Reed 
said: 

“It's a solemn thing to contemplate 
when a board overturns a-statute of the 
State and overrules a decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States.”’ 

Gov. Major, asked why he disap- 
proved of the decision, said: 

“I haven't had time to go over the de- 
cision in detail, so I am not prepared 
to make a formal statement other than 
that I repeat, ‘I cannot approve the 
commission's decision.’ ”’ 

The Governor indicated that he based 
this disappro¥al on his Knowledge of 
the rate situation, gathered in handling 
the appeal of the 2-cent fare case and 
the maximum freight rate laws in the 
United States Supreme Court; that he 
believed the Supreme Court had held 
that the 2-cent passenger fare was not 
cunfiscatory and the commission was go- 
ing in the face of that decision. 

Chairman Atkinson, before leaving 
for Holden, Mo., where he has a hear- 
ing, would not discuss Gov. Major's 
criticism of the commission's action or 
reports of friction between himself and 
the Governor. He said the op'nion spoke 
for itself; that it has been carefull pre- 
rared by John Kennish and H. B. Shaw 
and concurred in by the contmission, 
and represented the commission's view 
after a full and comprehensive investi- 
gation of the railroad situation in Mis- 
sourl.

Amalie Laflin of 2010 Oregon avenue, iin 
which she complained of the treatment 
received by her husband, John Laflin, 
when he was a patient at the city hos- 
pital. Both of Laflin’s legs were brok- 
en and three of his ribs fractured as 
the result of falling from a scaffold 

Nov. 1. 

Mrs. Laflin wrote that Dr. Vincent 
Jones of the city hospital staff had cut 
off the plaster casts from her husband’ 
Jegs when she notified him that she 
was dissatisfied with the treatment and 
intended removing her husband to St. 
Anthony's Hospital. She also said that 
it was found at St. Anthony’s that a 
bandage around his chest had been re- 
moved. 

Supt. Pringle of the city hospital, after 

an investigation, announced that Dr. 
Jones had given Laflin the proper treat- 
nient. Dr. Jones said the bandage was 
tuken from the chest two days before 
i,aflin left the hospital, so as to enable 
pnysicians to watch pus forming there. 
The plaster casts, he said, were slit, as 
is ordinarily done, to enable the sur- 
geons called into the case to see the 
wecund. 
Dr. Edward H. ‘Eyermann, now in 
charge of Laflin’s case at St. Anthony's, 
said the city hospital doctors had han- 
died the case properly, with the excep- 
tion that he belleved it would have been 
advisable to have placed on gauze band- 
age on the chest before permitting the 
patient to be transferred to another 
hospital.

Front, Tells of Italians’ Terrific Fire Fron 
1500 Big Guns on Heights Defending City, 
Key to Austrian Territory.

WITH THE AUSTRIAN ARMY OF THE ISONZO, DOBERDO PLA- 
TEAU, CORPS HEADQUARTERS OF ARCHDUKE JOSEPH, Nov. 15 (By 
courier to Vienna, via Amsterdam, Nov. 19).—The fourth great battle for 
Gorizia and the commanding heights of the Doberdo plateau, still in the hands 
of the Austro-Hungarian army under Gen. Boreovic, commenced two days ago 
and is now on in full force, under weather conditions probably unexampled 
in any other of the numerous theaters of war. 


The day and night cannonade of 


the concentrated Italian artillery sur- 


passes anything I saw during the June and September offensives on the 
western front. The fighting at Tarnow and Gorlice, where the Germans and 
Austrians smashed through the Russian lines by weight of iron and started 
the Russian steam roller moving backward until it disappeared in the center 
of the vast Muscovite empire, is declared by those who saw both struggles 
to have been child’s play in comparison.

Fourth Attack Under Way. 
The third battle of the Isonzo River, 
three weeks of almost 
fighting from Monfalcone on the 
riatic to Tolmino above Gorizia, hav- 
ing brought the Italians no appreciable 


results, Count Cadorna, the Italian Gen- 


eralissimo, launched a fourth attack 
against the Doberdo plateau and Gori- 
zia. : 

This time, oom ete of a general attack 
upon Gen. Boreovic’s front of 8% kilo- 
meters (49 miles) along the Isonzo from 
the Adriatic to Tolmino, Gen. Cadorna 
is concentrating the greater portion of 
his (estimated) 1500 guns, and throwing 
the full weight of his army against the 
Loberdo plateau and the heights around 
Gorizia on a front not exceeding 10 or 
12 miles. 

For two weeks it has rained in tor- 
rents. It has rained with only brief 
interruptions for the three days I have 
been on this front. In the low places 
along the Isonzo is a sea of mud. The 
men of the Austro-Hungarian army .n 
the front trenches are fighting in water 
and mud that at times reaches the 
hips, while, during the heaviest down- 
pour, the trenches cut, drilled and 
blagted through the rock over the steep 
heights are veritable mountain torrents. 

Into this mess the Italian heavy bat- 
teries, which include 30, 35 and 38 cen- 
timeter (11.8, 13.7 and 14.8-inch) mortars 
and ship guns, pour from the flats be- 
yond the Isonzo a hail of big shells and 
shrapnel that gives the heights and 
trenches the appear@nces of volcanoes. 

Austrians Fight Bravely. 

The bravery and endurance of the 
troops under the indescribable condi- 
tions, as I have seen them here, are al- 
most.incredible. Certainly the idea, so 
widespread abroad, that Austrians and 
Hungarian do not fight their best un- 
less Germans are among them, has to 
be revised here. So far I haven’t seen 
a German, not even an officer or ob- 
server, and I have particularly kept my 
eves open for them. 

If the Austrians and Hungarians have 
not received their just share of glory for 
their sacrifices and bravery, they have 
only themselves to blame. . 

So far as [ am aware, I am the first 
foreign correspondent permitted to visit 
the Isonzo front, although the Italian 
war has been on for six months. In 
fact, it is the first time in the entire 15 
months of war that I have been given 
the opportunity to see something of the 
Austrian and Hungarian armies in the 
field. Th importance of the Austrian- 
Italian conflict in the serie: of world 
wars appears to be greatly underesti- 
mated generally, especially the bearing 
en the general situation of the central 
Powers, if Gen. Cadorna should succeed 
in breaking through the Austrian front 
and, take Goriza and Trieste. 

Less strategically, but politically, the 
Italian offensive on the Isonzo has some 
analogous features to the attempt of 
the Russians to break through the Car- 
pathians. In the latter campaign the 
terrible suffering endured under fear- 
ful conditions during a long winter, in 
which Gen. Boreovic held a million Rus- 
sians there while the Germans were en- 
abled to operate elsewhere, has never 
been appreciated. 

Outnumbered by Italians. 

On the Isonzo, Gen. Boreovic, Arch- 
duke Joseph, Gen. von Wura and other 
Generals under him, in the face of odds 
estimated at more than three to one, 
have held their lines with the same te- 


naciousness with which Gen. Boreovic 
held the Carpathians against the Rus- 
sians. 

Had Gen. Cadorna succeeded in mak- 
ing a Way through the Isonzo front in 
any of his three comparatively fruitless 
offensives, its political and moral effect 
ir. Italy would have been tremendous. 
It would not have been without moral 
effect in Austria-Hungary and\it might 
have necessitated the drawing of rein- 
fercements from the Servian or Russian 
fronts, weakening the forces there. 

Thus, while Austrian and Hungarian 
forces are operating offensively in 
Servia and Southern Ruasia, Gen. Bore- 
ovic is the “anvil’’. of the Isonzo front, 
upon which Gen. Cadorna’s biows have 
fallen. ~ 

Accompanied by First Lieutenant von 
Gartner, a cavalry officer who was 
wounded in Russia and since has been 
on Gen. Boreovic's staff, I arrived on 
the Doberdo plateau “yesterday in a 
drenching rain. 

Gen. Boreovic had kindly géven me 
permission to visit the interesting points 
of his front, extending from Monfal-

Isonzo Front Is Traced. 

Roughly speaking, thé present Igonzo 
front begins at the Adriatic, south of 
Monfalcone.: It runs east of that town, 
which is in the hands of the Italians, 
along the edge of the Doberdo plateau 
to near Segrado, and thence along the 
eastern bank of the Isonzo to above 
Gradisca, which is also in Italian poss 
session. . 

It crosses the Isonzo half way be- 
tween Gradisca and Gorizia, coming 
within 200 yards of the southern outskirts 
of Gorizia, and thence along the south- 
westeftn slope of Mont Podgora, tne 
steep hill of 800 feet which commands 
Gorizia. At varying altitudes of 200 to 
350 feet, if runs easterly to St. Florian 
and the west slope of Mont Sabotino, 
the second key to,Gorizia; thence on the 
west bank 6fathe Isonzo to Plava. 

Here the Italian line crosses the river 
to the east side of that town, and there 
is fierce fighting for Britof, and along 
the general line of the Isonzo to Tol- 
mino, which is still tn the hands of the 
Austrians and Hungarians. 

The key to the Austrian-Hungarian 
line is the Doberdo plateaw rising vary- 
ingly from 260 to 350 feet above the Ison- 
zo Valley, with numerous peaks even 
higher. The plateau forms a sharp 
semicircle in the line. The key, not 
only to the plateau but to Gorizia and 
to the entire Austrian Isonzo front, is 
Mont San Michele, a long ridge-like 
height with three knobs, the highest 
of which is about 900 feet. 

The Italians have obtained a firm foot- 
ing on the edge of the Doberdo plateau 
‘und, at some places, advanced their 
trenches somewhat at terrible cost, but 
at other points have made no appre- 
ciable progress. The most desperate 
fighting is on the slopes of San Michele, 
Podgora and Sabotino. If the Italians 
should succeed in taking them it would 
mean the loss of Gorizia for the Aus- 
trians, and the probable untenability of 
the entire present line. : 

Hetter Fight for San Michele. 

Especially has Cadorna been directing 
his attacks in the last two days for 
the possession of San Michele, which he 
appears intent on having, at whatever 
cost. 

Like the famous sugar factory ag 
Souchez on the west front, the trenches 
or San Michele have been taken and 
retaken repeatedly all day. Today an- 
other terrific conflict was waged there. 

The southwestern knob of San Michele 
is known ag the “mountain of bodies” 
from the heaps of Italian dead there in 
front of the Austrian and Hungarian 
trenches. There a veritable hail of shells 
at times is rending, tearing and tnrowing 
fragments of the long dead in ali direc- 
tions. The picture is declared to be 
teyond imagination in ghastliness. A 
General told me that he estimated there 
were more than 10,000 unburied dead in 
front of his lines. 

An officer of one regiment invited me 
to visit his lines on San Michele. 

“But,” he said, “you must leave there 
at “aybreak or lie in a cavern 4. a hole 
all day, as all the approaches are under 
fire.’’ 

The Doberdo plateau is tactically not 
an advantageous line of defense for 
Gen. Boreovic, and it was not originally 
rianned to make a stand there against 
the Italians.

Archduke at Perilous Point. 

Doberdo plateau is held by the Arch- 
dvike Joseph, the defender of Dukia 
Pass, and known as the Budapester, be- 
cause he is the only Archduke living 
tnere. His corps is almost.wholly Hun- 
garian, with a sprinkling of Rumania.is 
from Transylvania, and to a large ex- 
tent is the same force with which the 
Archduke Joseph held Dukla Pass 
against the Russian onslaughts for many 
months.

The Archduke is a soft-spoken, pleas- 
ant man, unaffectedly democratic, and, 
| found, exceedingly popular with his 
troops. He takes a Keen personal in- 
terest in the common soldier. Officers 
and men spoke in high terms of him, 
which I did not find to be the cas» 
concerning all members of the nobility 
aud aristocracy holding high rank in the 
army. 

“Do the Italians fight well?’’ I asked. 

“At first they were inclined to be 
shy, but now they fight well, and daily 
better,”’ said the Archduke. 

Compares rtaiians and Russians. 

‘The Italians come on with tremen- 
dous elan. The shock is much greater 
than in Russian charges, but, the first 
shock once withstood, the Italians 
quickly flow back, while the Russians 
come slowly but steadily on until shot 
down. 

“The Italian temperament and im- 
pulsiveness manifests itself in his fight- 
ing. Charges are nearly always made 
by fresh troops, and these, when they 
have made one charge and have been 
repulsed, are taken to the rear and 
given a long rest. This Gen. Cadorna, 
with probably more than three times as 
many troops as I have, can do, but I 
cannot.”’ 

He said there is a marked difference 
between the fighting of the southern 
and northern Italians. The Archduke 
voiced an admiration of Gen. Cadorna’s 
artillery, a feeling which I found to be 
general on the entire line. He spoke 
especially of ths tremendous number 
of guns, which he estimated at 150, of 
which 150 are of the heaviest type. 

The Archduke drew a map .on which 
the approximate position of the lines 
was shown. The Italian tactics, he 
said, had changed in the last few days, 
in that they were concentrating their 
attacks, especially the artillery, against 
the Archduke’s Doberdo lines. He said 
tWere had been days when the Italians 
fired 70,000 shells and shrapnel in his 
sector. 

The trenches on Monte San Michele, 
San Martino and other heights are un- 
like those on any other front. In many 
places they are cut and drilled into 
what is practically sond rock, a slow 
process, often under a galling fire. Sap- 
ping and mining, as on the western 
front is extremely difficult, practically 
impossible except with boring machines. 

In places the trenches are very shal- 
low, additional cover being made by a 
wall of rocks on the suface at the edge 
of a trench, but with the disadvantage 
that when a shell strikes near this wall- 
like protection it rends the stones, scat 
tering deadly missiles in all directions. 

The rocky ground makes it extremely 
difficult to advance the trenches. The 
Italians, however, are trying to over- 
come this disadvantage by using large 
quantities of sand sacks, which they 
try to advance as a cover and barrier 
during the night. Few of the trenches, 
because of the granite-like soil, have 
the comforts that have become a feature 
of the west front. 

Another factor pecullar to the lines 
on the Doberdo and the heights around 
Gorizia and north thereof, is the much 
more terrible effects of shells. On the 
ridges, slopes and heights here the ef- 
fect of shells is multiplied a hundred 
times when they strike the rock. 

Shell Fire Hurls Stones, 

There is the high’ note of metal on 
stene, the detonation of the explosion 
seems to be greatly magnified and is 
followed by a tremendous shower of 
rocks, some of them so big they can 
crush a man. Often they are thrown 
an incredible distance with § terriffic 
force, more deadly and terrible in ef- 
fect when one strikes human flesh and 
Lone than shell splinters.

intended to let it die to prevent it from becoming 
a useless and helpless burden, would be profit- 
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able. 

There is not much significance in the death of 
this particular defective infant. So many millions 
of babies die. Dr. Haiselden’s assumption that he 
could have saved its life by an operation is a 
mere assumption. The probability is that a child 
as defective physically as this one was said to be 
would have died without the doctor’s consent. 

Instead of saving its life he might have assisted 
it into the grave by his operation. Such things 
have happened. 

The significant thing about the incident is Dr. 
Haiselden’s advocacy of the policy of putting de- 
fective infants to death and sterilizing subnormal 
children. He confesses that he acts in accord 
with this policy. 

If his policy is adopted who is to be the judge 
of the fitness of children to live and reproduce 
their kind? Who is to assume and exercise the 
rower of life and death over infants and to render 
judgment on the fitness of children for manhood 
atid womanhood? Who can do it save the All- 
Knowing and the All-Powerful—the Supreme In- 
telligence that governs the universe and {is able to 
confound the learned and mighty and to give 
strength to the feeble? 

How defective must infants be to merit death? 
What degree of apparent subnormality shall de- 
serve the surgeon’s knife? 

Out of what we regard as the worst material 
frequently is wrought the best results. From 
feeble and defective children sometimes arise men 
and women of great physical and mental, moral 
or spiritual force whose potent influence for good 
and for human progress the world cannot spare. 
From hopeless parents and vicious environment 
spring masters of light and leading. 

In assuming to exercise and execute judgment 

on human NMfe and human potencies Dr. Haiselden 
is a menace to society. No physician can do this; 
no physician governed by ethical principle will 
ever do it—will ever do anything that does not 
contribute to the saving of life. 
Dr. Abraham Jacoby aptly put the principle 
that must guide the wise and conscientious doctor 
when he said, “The mission of doctors is not to 
destroy life but to save it.”” They cannot assume 
the guise of minister of life and health to serve 
death and mutilation. 

The materialistic view of human life and hu- 
man potentialities fails at the crucial point. It 
takes no account of spirit or mind—of that un-

After attending a meeting of the City Plan 
Commission I am convinced that the people are 
unanimous in their desire for city improvements. 
The great stumbling block seems to be the meth- 
ods of paying for them provided by the present 
lew. The two methods—the “betterment tax” and 
the “bond issue” seem to be equally objectionable. 
In the case of the betterment tax the property 
owner is naturally fearful that he might not re- 
alize the increase in the value of his property 
equal to the assessment and of course objects to 
paying for a doubtful benefit. It is this feeling 
among property owners that defeated the central 
parkway. 

On the other hand, a bond issue is equally un- 

just, a property owner in one part of town ob- 
jects to paying for improvements that will en- 
hance the value of property in some other part of 
town, thinking in all fairness that the owner 
who gets the benefit should pay for it. 
‘I am informed that in the cities in Germany 
this difficulty is overcome by first issuing bonds 
guaranteed by the city treasury, but finally paid 
by a betterment tax levied after the betterment 
has acually shown itself in increased values. This 
plan, I believe, could only be adopted by an 
amendment to the city charter, but it is the only 
way to get. any municipal improvements, as the 
people are firmly set against both the existing 
plans of financing improvements.

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WIRELESS AS A DEPENDABLE SERVANT. 
If the claims made for a reported scientific dis- 


covery of Michael Idovorsky Pupin, professor of 
electro-mechanics at Columbia University, are 
well founded, an advance of vast importance in 
promoting free communication among all parts of 
Nthhe world in time of war and lessening the cost 
of communication in time of peace is about to be 
made. 

But for one fact the Central European Powers 
might have been indifferent to the cutting of some 
ocean cables and the control of others by the 
allies. That one fact is the obstruction which 
weather conditions offer to wireless messages. At- 
mospheric disturbance is constantly interfering 
with radio communication. It interrupts service, 
often at most critical times, or causes messages to 
be received in fragmentary form. The result is 
that a service in which complete dependability is 
an element essential to value in either war or 
peace is unreliable. 

Prof. Pupin announces that he has discovered 
electric waves which are unaffected by the weath- 
er and may be utilized as satisfactorily in storm 
as in calm. He is a Serb, born in Hungary, and 
his own confidence in the importance of his new 
secret is indicated by his refusal to make it ‘pub- 
lic at this time lest it help the enemies of Servia 
in the war. 

When plants can be operated at full capacity at 
ail hours of the day and night, these Pupin waves, 
as applicable to telephones as to telegraphy, ought 
to render both kinds of service cheap.

THAT LOCK OF NAPOLEON’S HAIR. 

Among other curios in the collection of 
the late John C. Burton, which was sold at auc- 
tion in New York the other day, was a lock of 
Napoleon’s hair, cut while he was at St. Helena. 
It brought $107, and from the price we judge it 
must have been the little curl in the middle of 
his forehead. 

There was a time when Napoleon himself 
wouldn’t have parted with it for any amount of 
money. He was extremely vain of it. Josephine 
toyed with it and professed to adore it. Her 
famous pearl necklace hung on that curl, as it 
were. Besides Napoleon had none too much 
hair on top. (What wouldn’t John D. Rockefeller 
give for a similar wisp of his own?) Bonaparte’s 
portrait painterg, made much of it, and it has 
always been the most advertised curl in exist- 
ence—with the possible exception of the Kaiser’s 
mustache.
